Safety laws mean 
light must stay on

A STREET light has been shining 
night and day for eight months - and 
the authority is unable to ask a 
contractor to climb a ladder to fix it 
due to health and safety regulations. 

Terry Mailing, 65, a resident of 
Appleglebe in Barton-Le-Clay, first 
contacted Central Bedfordshire 
Council in June last year after noticing 
that two street lamps on the footpath 
at the end of his garden were 
permanently on. 

Contractors finally visited the site 
last Friday and managed to fix one of 
the offending lights. 

Flowever workers said that the other 
could not be touched as it is made of 
concrete, and health and safety 
regulations prevent anyone climbing a 
ladder to correct the problem. 

A week later, Mr Mailing says he has 
heard nothing more from the authori¬ 
ty and the light is still shining bright. 

He added: “This is a ludicrous 
situation to be in. 

“First of ah, it is unbelievable that it 
has taken eight months for one light to 
be fixed despite months of email 
correspondance with the authority. 

“I did say in an email that I would be 
send the authority an anniversary 
card when the light had been on for a 
year. It was a joke, but now it could 
actually happen. 

“Secondly, the fact that someone 
can’t simply go up a ladder and fix the 
other concrete lamp is completely 
ridiculous. 

“How much is ah of this costing? 

“A lot of money must have been wast¬ 


ed not only keeping the light on, but 
also replacing the current lamppost 
with a new steel one. 

“In these times of cuts it just doesn’t 
seem right at all.” 

Councillor Brian Spurr, executive 
member for sustainable communities 
services, said: “Firstly we would like to 
offer Mr Mailing and other local 
residents our sincere apologies for the 
delay in fixing this problem. 

“Where repairs are being made to 
concrete street lights we have to use a 
specialist hoist rather than a ladder. 

“This is for health and safety reasons, 
as the street light can become unsta¬ 
ble if a considerable amount of weight 
is resting towards the top of it. 

“We did go out to fix the problem 
with this concrete streetlight using a 
hoist last week, but it is clear the issue 
still remains. 

“We will visit the site again to repair 
it and it will be replaced with a steel 
one as part of a wider programme to 
update our street lighting, due to begin 
in the new financial year. 

“The problem lies in the fact that the 
old lanterns are quite old and are fail¬ 
ing at a faster rate than we anticipated. 

“Where streetlights are faulty and 
stay on during the day our policy is to 
leave them on. 

“The reason for this is that we think 
residents would rather have the light 
on at night rather than not on at ah 
until we can carry out a full repair.” 

We did ask Central Bedfordshire 
Council how much it would cost to 
replace the streetlight, however they 
could only tell us that the programme 
for upgrading lamps throughout the 
county will cost £1.6m in total.

More people 
in need of 
larger houses 
in the town 

THERE are more council 
tenants in the town need¬ 
ing larger homes than 
those looking to downsize, 
it has been revealed. 

Luton Council said it has 
99 applications from those 
registered for a move to a 
smaller property but 334 
from those wanting a 
bigger house. 

Last week Luton on 
Sunday reported that 
1,136 households in the 
town will be affected by 
Government reductions 
for people in under¬ 
occupied properties. 

From April 1 people in 
homes under-occupied by 
one room will lose 14 per 
cent of their housing 
benefit, and 25 per cent if 
they are in homes under¬ 
occupied by two rooms. 

The council figures 
suggest more households 
in the town are living in 
overcrowded properties. 

But a council spokes¬ 
woman said they only had 
numbers for those who 
had registered for a down¬ 
size, meaning there are 
potentially unregistered 
residents who want a 
smaller house. 

The changes are part of 
Government plans to cut 
welfare. And the most 
affected wards are Lewsey, 
Northwell, Leagrave and 
Farley. 

Luton South MP Gavin 
Shuker has criticised the 
reduction, saying that the 
Government had ‘steam- 
rolled this policy through 
parliament, ignoring any 
safeguards Labour tried to 
put in place’.

Anger as gym users 
leave cars at cemetery

VISITORS to a cemetery say that 
they are fed up with ‘disrespect¬ 
ful drivers’ who are parking 
around the entrance to the site, 
when they are unable to find a 
space at the nearby sports centre. 

Residents say that the problem 
occurs at The Vale Cremetery and 
Crematorium on Butterfield Green 
Road, Luton, when users of the 
Inspire Sports Village use the area 
to park, when the allocated spaces 
outside the swimming pool and 
gym are full. 

One reader, who did not wish to 
be named, said: “It makes it very 
difficult to go and see your loved 
ones in the cemetery. 

“What is supposed to be a peace¬ 
ful visit becomes a real hassle, and 
is really difficult to even get 
through the gates into the site 
with the sheer volume of cars that 
are parked around the entrance. 

“Surely those designing the 
Inspire site had an idea about the 
numbers of visitors they were 
expecting before it was built.” 

Another reader, John Tucker, 
sent us the above picture to high¬ 
light the issue. 


AN authority has handed out 460 
fixed penalty notices to drivers 
who have parked on the zig-zag 
markings outside schools in under 
a year. 

A ‘Parking Enforcement Outside 
Schools’ scheme was introduced 
by Luton Borough Council in April 
2012, to improve congestion and 
the way motorists park around 
schools. 

Since then the enforcement 
team have made 69 visits to local 
schools, following requests from 
the schools themselves, road safe¬ 
ty team colleagues and com- 


A spokesman for Active Luton 
said: “We are sensitive to our 
neighbours in all aspects of opera¬ 
tions at Inspire and would like to 
apologise to those who have been 
upset by this recent issue. 

“This has been due to recent big 
events such as the ITV Splash pro¬ 
gramme and last weekend when 
there were three separate major 
events taking place. We have a 
travel plan with the council, and 


plaints from other road users. 

It is during these visits that offic¬ 
ers have witnessed and recorded 
the 460 contraventions, which 
occur when a vehicle stops on the 
yellow zig-zag markings outside a 
school. 

As a result, a £70 fixed penalty 
notice has been handed out to 
every motorist caught flouting the 
restrictions. 

However, if these fines are paid 
within 14 days, the charge is 
decreased by 50 per cent, to £35. 

A spokesman for Luton Borough 
Council said: “All Penalty Charges 


along with the Parks department, 
are working to improve access. 

“We have just signed an agree¬ 
ment with the Hilton Hotel to 
allow us to use their car park as 
overflow for major events. 

“While we are happy that so 
many people are making use of its 
world class facilities, we will con¬ 
tinue to look into other options to 
prevent overflow for major 
events.” 


are issued where a vehicle is found 
to be in contravention of a restric¬ 
tion. 

“The process allows for the 
owner or driver to either pay or 
challenge its issue. 

“Where no payment is received, 
procedures are place to pursue 
recovery of unpaid notices in line 
with the law.”

Instead the authority plan to 
launch a new information and 
communications campaign aimed 
at helping residents to reduce food 
waste. 

The last collection dates for blue 
bins will be during the week com¬ 
mencing Monday, 25 March 2013. 

Shaun Askins, Strategic Waste 
Manager, said: “Around 30 per 
cent of all waste thrown away in 
Luton is food waste. 

“By reducing that amount, we 
will be helping to save residents 
money, as well as making a huge 
difference to the environment. 

If everyone did not throw away 
any food, the carbon dioxide sav¬ 
ings would be equivalent to taking 
one in four cars off the road.” 

CASE COMMITTED TO CROWN COURT 

A 20-YEAR-OLD has appeared in 
court charged with robbery of a 
betting shop.

University plans for £46m library

THE University of Bedfordshire is set to 
unveil plans to build a new £46 million 
library as part of its latest investment pro¬ 
gram. 

Representatives from the university are 
meeting tomorrow with Luton Borough 
Council officers and local businesses to 
discuss the proposed seven-storey build¬ 
ing. 

It will be located on the site of its 
Fairview House administrative centre at 
the corner of Park Street and Vicarage 
Street. 

Initial designs for the multi-million 
library will then go on public viewing at 
the reception desk of its new campus 
centre, with plans due to be submitted to 
the council next month. 

If the plans are approved, the new build¬ 
ing will provide approximately 7,400 sq m 
of space, setting the benchmark as one of 
the most advanced university libraries of 
its kind in the UK. 

The proposed development is due to 
open in summer 2015 and it will provide 
students with the latest technology, study 


spaces and reading material. 

Bill Rammel, the university’s vice-chan¬ 
cellor, said: “This is the latest exciting 
development at the University’s Luton 
campus ensuring our students have the 
very best learning experience. 

“The new development follows more 
than £180m invested in new teaching and 


learning facilities at the university since 
2006.” 

“Investment at Luton, valued at £90m to 
date, includes a state-of-the-art Campus 
Centre (opened in 2010) and just last 
month we opened a new Postgraduate and 
Continuing Professional Development 
Centre.” 


Talk about ‘bus hijack’ 
sees town trend online

LUTON became one of the most talked 
about topics on Twitter this week, after 
a coach load of students from the 
University of Bedfordshire were 
dropped off at a police station after 
becoming too'rowdy.’ 

However, the facts of the case quickly 
became falsely embellished on the 
social networking site, with talk of the 
passengers hijacking the vehicle, and 
robbing and assaulting the driver. 

The driver decided to stop his vehicle 
outside the Buxton Road police station 
on Thursday morning at around 7.30am 
after being verbally abused by the stu¬ 
dents from the Luton campus. 

The group had been collected from an 
all night event called ‘Stamina’ in 


Nottingham and were being escorted 
back to the town. 

However within a matter of hours the 
incident had been blown out of propor¬ 
tion, with many claiming that the group 
had hijacked a vehicle that had been 
allocated students from Hertfordshire 
University, before robbing and assault¬ 
ing the driver. 

Hundreds of messages were posted on 
Twitter, comparing the alleged events to 
a real life version of the video game 
‘Grand Theft Auto.’ 

All the messages about the incident 
saw Luton ‘trending’ on Twitter, mean¬ 
ing that the town was one of the most 
talked about topics in the country. 

However Bedfordshire Police con¬ 
firmed that the facts of the incidents had 
been wildly exaggerated. 

A spokesman said: “A coach driver 


entered Luton Police Station at around 
7.30am on Thursday, having parked his 
coach with students on board outside 
the police station. The coach had been 
booked by Luton based students. 

“The driver asked for police assistance 
to remove the students from the coach 
as he had come under sustained verbal 
abuse from the journey’s origin. 

“Officers boarded the coach and spoke 
to the students, who all removed them¬ 
selves from the coach. 

“No other crime has been reported. 

“We are aware of high social media 
claiming the coach was hijacked and the 
driver robbed and this is not the case.” 

A spokesman for the University of 
Bedfordshire added: “We were very dis¬ 
appointed to hear that Bedfordshire 
police had to get involved with a group 
of rowdy students.”

Residents conduct 
night street patrols

A GROUP of residents conduct¬ 
ing night time patrols in differ¬ 
ent areas of the town have called 
on local people to take ‘more 
responsibility for their commu¬ 
nity’. 

The residents, led by Lenos

It includes Victor Evelyn, 46, 
and Brian Desir, 47, who are mar¬ 
tial arts experts, and Nigel 
Dominique, 48, and Tyson 
Dennis, 49, who are boxing 
teachers. 

Mr Wilson said during their 
patrols they had witnessed drug 
deals and noticed that certain 
areas seemed to be controlled by 
different groups. 

But he added that interacting 
with youngsters involved in 
crime and picking up on tell tale 
signs of gang behaviour was key 
to creating a safer community 
environment. 

He said: “We hope to get peace 


back into the town and to pro¬ 
mote safety in the community. 
The anti-social behaviour we see 
is because the youth are bored 
and have nothing to do. 

“We try to tell them about the 
different things they can do with 
time such as making music with 
local organisations or taking up 
boxing or martial arts. 

“We need more volunteers 
because people must take more 
responsibility for their commu¬ 
nity. 

“Once we deal with these 
youths from the inside we will 
see that they are normal human 
beings like us with issues we can 
come together and tackle as a 
community.”

Burial of religious 
papers to cost £560

RESIDENTS wishing to bury 
religious texts such as the 
Qu’ran will be charged £560 
after councillors agreed on put¬ 
ting the fee in place during a 
meeting on Monday. 

Lor the past 15 years Luton 
Council has provided burial 
facilities for religious papers for 
free at Vale Cemetery, on 
Butterfield Green Road, but the 
site is now full. 

The authority now needs to 
find an alternative place and it is 


looking at creating a new site as 
near to the main burial area as 
possible. 

The announcement was made 
by Labour councillor 

Mohammed Ashraf following 
recommendations that the fee is 
imposed as providing the land 
for free was costing the council. 

In the town the service has only 
been used by Muslims and has 
taken place at least once a year 
for the past 15 years. 

The area where the burials take 
place is 550 square metres. And it 
could have potentially provided 
more than 50 grave spaces; 


meaning the authority has 
potentially lost income as it 
charges £560 for normal burials 
at the cemetery. 

All the leaders from the reli¬ 
gious faiths were consulted in 
regards to the proposal and 
although most did not respond 
negatively, one leader was noted 
as saying they thought that ‘£500 
plus seems a bit steep’. 

According to the council report, 
the disposal of religious and 
sacred items which are damaged 
and unrepairable must be done 
in certain ways, depending on 
what faith they belong to.

We rely on extra help 

SIR - When you are young and 
in the prime of life, you never 
think of what may lay in the 
future. 

If you had told my wife and 
myself 3 years ago that we 
would find ourselves living in a 
sheltered housing scheme we 
would have laughed in your 
face. 

My wife at the age of 59 was 
diagnosed with spinal arthritus 
and I was retired on health 
grounds in 2011 as I too had spi¬ 
nal arthritus and a problem 
with my hip. 

After being diagnosed, we 
were told that our accomdation 
was no longer suitable for us 
and we would need to be 
rehoused. 

The house we lived in had 
been adapted to allow for our 
disabilityies, stairlift ramps, 
hand rails, and walk in showers, 
but were told that we would not 
be able to stay in our accomoda¬ 
tion, although some two years 
later the property still lies 
empty. 

With the care plan in place for 
my wife we were quickly drawn 
to sheltered housing, something 
you never think you will need or 
require. 

We made the decision to move 
to such accommodation as we 
were reassured by idea of hav¬ 
ing an onsite manager, who 
would be able to provide suport 
we needed as time went on. 

People would not choose to 
live in sheltered housing if fate 
did not throw them a curve ball, 
but having the security of a ser¬ 
vice that works well, we were 
able to come to terms with our 
disabilities. 

The council is now throwing 
another curve ball at us, which 
will effect some people needing 
such a service, and leaving all 
residents under these schemes 
with an uncertain future. 

While the council say they 
have looked at the new propos¬ 
als, what may work for other 
authorities, may not be suitable 
for such a diverse area as Luton. 

Most of my neighbours feel 
vulnerable with the proposed 
changes. 

These people need stability in 
their lives when they are 
already having to deal with 
other issues. 

The council talk about ‘better 
value’, but what about the duty 
of care for their residents? 

The meeting held at our 
scheme last Tuesday, February 
26, the 26th February, barely 
gave our residents and family 
members the comfort and sup¬ 
port we felt that was needed. 

The man leading the session 
did say sorry for one of his col- 
legues who turned out to be a 
Housing Manager, who was late 
for the start of the meeting. 

When she arrived some time 
after the start of the meeting, 
she admitted the reason she had 
been late was that she did not 
know where the scheme was 
within the borough. 

It beggers believe that our 
already vulnerable uncertain

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MP kicks 
off policy 
lectures

FORMER Home Secretary 
David Blunkett called upon 
universities to forge strong¬ 
er links with local business¬ 
es during an education lec¬ 
ture this week. 

The Sheffield and Brightside 
Labour MP was speaking at 
the inaugural public policy 
lecture series at the 
University of Bedfordshire 
on Thursday morning. 

Mr Blunkett told the audi¬ 
ence that ‘we need to be 
proud of the links that local 
universities have with local 
businesses’. 

He also congratulated the 
university on its work with 
volunteers and said the 
country as a whole needed to 
be prouder of its universities. 

Mr Blunkett delivered his 
talk to a packed lecture hall 
which had all three 
Bedfordshire PCC represent¬ 
atives, and a few Luton bor¬ 
ough councillors. 

The public policy lecture 
series was organised by the 
university’s new vice-chan¬ 
cellor Bill Rammell who said 
he wanted to make it a main¬ 
stay at the university. 


The next lecture will be 
given by John Bercow, the 
Speaker of the House of 
Commons, on Thursday, May 
9. 

After the talk Mr Blunkett 
met with Bedfordshire’s PCC 
Oily Martins and expressed 
his support for the PCC’s 
calls for compulsory GPS tag¬ 
ging. 

He said that the success of 
GPS tagging speaks for itself 
and that it was ‘very disap¬ 
pointing’ that the 
Government was ‘dragging 
its heels’ over introducing a 
compulsory pilot scheme. 

The MP called it a ‘proven’ 
way of tackling crime. 

He added: “It would clearly 
prevent hundreds of people 
from becoming victims of 
crime in Bedfordshire alone, 
help criminals out of the re¬ 
offending cycle and free-up 
scarce police resources. If 
there is a down-side it’s well 
hidden. 

“It’s very disappointing that 
despite incontrovertible evi¬ 
dence that GPS tagging 
works, the Government is 
still dragging its heels, and I 
fully support Oily Martins as 
he continues to push the 
Government.”

THE number of homes 
broken into in the past 
three weeks has fallen 
since Bedfordshire 
Police began a 
campaign to target 
burglars. 

Our reporter, LAUREN 
ARCHELL, joined the 
force for one of their 
operations. 

THERE are few crimes that have 
as much of a lasting impact as 
burglary. 

Victims whose homes have 
been broken into often report 
feeling violated, while others feel 
so unsafe in their property that 
they end up moving out. 

Bedfordshire Police know this, 
and three weeks ago they imple¬ 
mented a new campaign aimed 
at openly disrupting and deter¬ 
ring burglars and handlers as 
part of its tactic to suppress their 
offending. 

Codenamed Operation Sabre it 
is designed to target offenders 
and complement other activi-

tyin force under Operation Peak 
which looks at hotspots areas of 
crime and Operation Vision, the 
crime reduction initiative that 
regularly tours the county 
encouraging residents to ‘Stay 
Safe’. 

Since the scheme was started, 
11 people have been arrested for 
breaking into homes demon¬ 
strating the force’s commitment 
to fighting crime and protecting 
the public. 


Chief Inspector feff Carter who 
is leading the dedicated squad of 
detectives, officers and PCSOs 
said: “The tactics we are using for 
this operation are for the most 
part very simple, it is intensive 
and requires a dedicated group 
of officers to work 24 hours a day 
making burglars lives difficult. 

“Having identified tiers of 
offenders who we know are com¬ 
mitting or thinking of commit¬ 
ting crime, we are making sure

that they know we are watching 
them. 

“We are randomly following 
them, visiting them at home and 
making our presence felt. 

“If it is not them it is their fami¬ 
lies or neighbours who are very 
much aware of our tactics and so 
far this is helping to suppress the 
offenders’ activities.” 

The Operation Sabre team is 
just one aspect of the force’s 
fight against burglary. 


In addition local policing, CID, 
intelligence gatherers, ANPR 
and the Roads Policing Unit are 
all united in the fight against 
burglary with regular and ongo¬ 
ing enforcement activity target¬ 
ed at this problem. 

On Thursday, officers from the 
team took part in an ANPR oper¬ 
ation which involved targeting 
cars that may be linked to bur¬ 
glary. 

Marked police cars were placed 


in areas around the town, ready 
to stop a car if it passed through 
a special camera and 'pinged’ up 
as having a link to a burglary. 

Clearly not all vehicles that set 
off the camera have been 
involved in a crime. 

Some may have been reported 
in a witness report as having 
been seen in a road at the time of 
a break-in, while others may 
have had their registration plates 
cloned. 

But this tactic of trying to 
catch offenders off guard is a 
clear characteristic of the cam¬ 
paign, and is one that appears to 
be working. Indeed, many offic¬ 
ers that I spoke to hope that the 
dedicated burglary team will be 
made permanent. 

Chief Inspector Carter added: 
“We are not complacent and all 
figures show we are moving in 
the right direction, they can be 
reduced still further. 

“However, sustaining this level 
of monitoring of offenders is a 
massive commitment but one 
Bedfordshire Police believes is 
worthwhile. 

“We urge the public to join us 
in this crusade by ensuring their 
home security is as good as it can 
be as well passing on informa¬ 
tion they have about those peo¬ 
ple committing crime.

A PERSONAL trainer who was 
diagnosed with scoliosis has said 
he is ‘relieved’ at having his 
social life back thanks to a spe¬ 
cialist treatment course. 

Marvin Bennett (pictured), 26, 
from Luton, was diagnosed with 
the spinal condition two years 
ago after being told a curve in his 
back - which he thought was nor¬ 
mal - could be causing serious 
internal problems. 

The keen swimmer’s active life¬ 
style was cut short after discover¬ 
ing the condition could cause his 
spine to fuse solid from top to 
bottom. 

After the prognosis Mr Bennett 
said the idea of having to rely on 
others ‘was a thought too much to

bear’. 

He was told surgery would 
involve a risky procedure of 
inserting metal rods into either 
side of his spine was the only 
option he had. 

This forced him to search for 
alternative treatments and found 
Scoliosis SOS, a London-based 


clinic which offers a combination 
of internationally renowned non- 
surgical treatments called the 
ScolioGold method. 

He began a four week treatment 
course earlier this year which he 
said has alleviated the back pain 
and allowed him to swim again. 

Mr Bennett said:“I just feel so 
relieved; there are not any words 
to describe how grateful I am to 
the SOS team. They worked so 
hard at getting my back sorted, I 
don’t think I was a very easy case 
but they have made such a differ¬ 
ence to my life. 

“I no longer look like I am tilted 
forward and likely to fall over at 
any point. I am still only in my 
early twenties and the idea of 
being immobile and having to 
rely on other people was a thought 
too much to bear.”

It’s full steam ahead 
for film of train heist

THE story of the Great Train 
Robberyis heading for the big 
screen, after a book written by a 
Luton school principal caught 
the eye of a national film com¬ 
pany. 

Andrew Cook’s latest book - 
The Great Train Robbery: The 
Untold Story from the Closed 
Investigation Files - will be 
transformed into a movie about 
the famous heist, 50 years after it 
happened. 

Filming is due to begin in a few 
months’ time, and The King’s 
House School principal will be 
involved throughout the pro¬ 
cess, working as a consultant 
within the production team. 

Once completed, the drama is 
then expected to be broadcast on 
the BBC during prime time later 
in the year. 

The book, which was released 
before Christmas, is based on Mr 
Cook’s exclusive access to over a 
thousand pages of police and 
Royal Mail files, which are closed 
until the year 2045. 

Since then, extracts from the 
story have already featured in 
the Daily Telegraph, Daily Mail 
and Daily Express as well as on 
the BBC. 

Mr Cook said: “I have been

both taken aback and pleasently 
surprised by the reaction to the 
book. I am thrilled that I will be 
involved in the production too. 

“Writing the book was a revela¬ 
tion in terms of the amount of 
information the police and the 
Post Office had on file from 
informants but were subse¬ 
quently unable to prove in a 
court of law. 

“Had it not been for the chance 
discovery of Leatherslade Farm 
and the fingerprints found there 
it is unlikely that anyone would 


have been prosecuted at all.” 

The book was officially 
launched at the Royal Mail 
Headquarters at Mount Pleasant 
in central London, and was 
attended by Harry Lyons, who 
was one of the team who investi¬ 
gated what was later dubbed ‘the 
Crime of the Century’. 

During the event, Mr Lyons 
reminisced about being involved 
in the manhunt for train robber 
Jimmy White, who was eventu¬ 
ally arrested three years after 
the robbery in Littlestone, Kent.

Pests an issue but

On Monday an article by 
The Daily Mail about rats in 
the town created a stir online. 

Luton Council said it was 
‘disappointed’ with the 
report and said that this was 
an issue faced by similar 
areas in the UK. 

Our reporter CARL 
MUNGAZI spoke to local 
pest control companies 
about their experiences of 
fighting pests in the town. 


Earlier this week the depiction 
of the town as a place where 
brazen rats roamed around 
openly in packs feasting on dis¬ 
carded rubbish caused anger 
among Lutonians. 

Most saw it as a cheap shot at 
the town and the council called 
it another unfair national media 
report. 

On BBC Three Counties radio 
Labour Councillor Roy Davis 
said ‘you must ask the Daily Mail 
what they think their game is’ 
after the paper continually made 
changes to its online story as the 
day progressed. 

But what is the situation like on 
the ground? 

Figures from the British Pest 
Control Association show that in 
2011/12 the authority did 1,938 
treatments for all pests, a reduc¬ 
tion from the previous year’s 
number of 1,988. 


A spokesman for the BPCA also 
said overall the numbers did not 
show the town as having a big 
pest problem. 

This is a sentiment somewhat 
shared by pest control compa¬ 
nies operating in the town who 
have identified certain areas as 
having an issue. 

David Westcott, from A1 Pest 
Control Ltd, said he blamed the 
problem on poor hygiene. 

He said: “There are a lot of rats 


in Luton and they mainly live on 
the Library Road area where the 
River Lea is. When you look over 
the barriers you will see them. 

“There are also lots of bins with 
no lids on and that attracts them. 

“You can put poison in the area 
to kill them but you can’t keep 
on top of it because they breed so 
fast. 

“The busway workers may have 
dug up areas where they used to 
nest so the rats may have had to

“But the rats are not to blame. 
If people throw away their rub¬ 
bish on the floor they will feed 
the rats.” 

Jamie McCann, from Trojan 
Pest Control, said although he 
lived in Watford, most of his 
work came from Luton and 
London. 

He said: “I do most of my work 
in the town centre and Bury 
Park. I live in Watford but I don’t 


the car park on Bute Street can act as 


get a lot of business in 
Hertfordshire -1 wish I did. 

“In Hertfordshire there is not a 
big rental market like there is in 
Luton. Places like Luton where 
you have people coming and 
going all the time. 

“There is also a lot of over¬ 
crowding, some illegal housing 
and lots of food places. 

“Apart from London where I 
also operate a lot most of my 
business is in Luton. The rental 


prices are very cheap compared 
to London so I find that some 
landlords are not as willing to 
pay for treatments. 

“For example, if the rent is 
£1,000 a month then paying £100 
is not too bad because of what 
you’re bringing in. 

“If the rent is £500 then £100 
can seem like a lot of money. 

“But I would actually say bed 
bugs and cockroaches are a big¬ 
ger issue than rats in the town.” 

The council said it was not 
unusual to find rats in busy 
areas with lots of food shops, as 
well as densely populated areas. 

A spokesman said ‘a significant 
demand on our time is dealing 
with rats and vermin attracted 
to people’s gardens due to over¬ 
feeding of birds and other wild¬ 
life’. 

But the authority did stress 
that it was actively dealing with 
the rats on the banks of the River 
Lea, among other places. 

The spokesman added: 
“Baiting programmes run for 
several weeks and the poisons 
that we use are multi-dose, 
which means that rats have to 
return to feed several times 
before they take full effect. 

“In the meantime the rats can 
be a lot slower, and appear less 
worried about hiding from 
humans, which can give the 
impression that the matter is 
getting worse before it gets bet¬ 
ter.”

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About St. Patrick’s Day 


St. Patrick’s Day is celebrated on March 17 in many places 
around the world by Irish and non-Irish alike. While St. Patrick’s 
Day commemorates the saint that helped to spread Christianity in 
Ireland centuries ago, today the holiday is normally spent enjoying 
Irish food, drinking Irish beer and participating in all things Irish. 
The history of St. Patrick's Day and the unique traditions of the 
holiday have helped to cement its place in cultures around the 
world.

St. Patrick's Day occurs during Lent each year, in the calendar 
of the Catholic Church. Lent is a time of fasting and abstinence, 
but on St. Patrick's Day it is acceptable to break the traditional 
Lenten fasting on March 17. Many participants in St. Patrick's Day 
festivities indulge in traditional Irish dishes with meats like bacon 
and lamb and imbibe large amounts of Irish beer and whiskey.

ROMANTIC dramas are a licence 
to print money nowadays - but 
just because this comes from the 
man behind The Notebook, it 
doesn't guarantee it’s any good. 

I’ll admit to being a fan of the 
aforementioned film, but it did 
have a leading duo who could 
actually act - Safe Haven simply 
doesn’t. 

Undoubtedly hunky Josh 
Duhamel and cute Julianne Hough 
make for pretty leads, but despite a 
late twist - that is either clever or 
utterly preposterous - this is a slow, 
schmaltzy, tediously monotonous 
fare that never really gets going. 

When mysterious young girl Katie 
(Hough) ends up in the sleepy 
North Caroline abode of Southport 
to escape her abusive husband, she 
alienates herself on the outskirts of 
town to start a new life. 

With only quite-annoying neigh¬ 
bour Jo (Cobie Smulders) for 
company, she slowly lets her guard 
down and eventually befriends 
widower and local store-owner 
Alex (Duhamel), and his two (one 
cute, one irritating) children. 

But after being seemingly 
implicated in a homicide investiga¬ 
tion that made her escape from 
Boston, a relentless police officer 
(David Lyons), will stop at nothing 
to trace his suspect - and turn her 
new world upside down. 

And no, this is not a remake of 
Julia Robert’s Sleeping with the 
Enemy. But sadly that was better, as 


this slowly plods, with stumbling 
romantic set-pieces and a predict¬ 
able storyline that brings absolute¬ 
ly nothing new to the genre. 

It’s also boringly padded-out with 
surprisingly plodding direction 
from experienced What’s Eating 
Gilbert Grape and Dear John 


helmer Lasse Hallstrom - and by 
the time the (maybe) shocking 
curveball takes place at the end, it 
doesn’t really resonate the way it 
should. Because by then, you don’t 
really care. 

In fact, the movie that obviously 
should end quite sweetly - actually 


ends up a little creepy. If you want a 
real good romance, watch author 
Nicholas Sparks’ far-better The 
Notebook again - it is a much safer 
bet than this soullessly 
cumbersome fare.

TRENDY TURBO 

Citroen would dearly love to secure a slice of the 
success that BMW has enjoyed with its MINI and 
it thinks the DS3 is the car to do it. 

With a basic shape that isn't a million miles away from 
the MINI'S and a similar focus on lively dynamics, the 
DS3 looks well placed to poach sales at the trendy end 
of the supermini sector. The 1.6 THP engine is a fine 
unit with strong performance and the DS3's flamboyant 
design sets it apart from rivals. 

Let's not beat around the bush, this is an outstanding 
engine for its size and type. The 1.6-litre capacity and 
multi-point fuel injection system help give rise to a 
155bhp power output in the DS3 1.6 THR That's 
enough to take it through 60mph from a standing 
start in 7.3s and onto a top speed of 133mph. Like 
the best of the modern turbo petrols, there's barely a 
hint of turbo lag with the performance surging forth 
from low revs. This DS3 sounds less charismatic than 
the MINI Cooper S which uses a 184bhp 
version of the same unit and the engine note 
grows boomy at the top of the rev-range but 
the strong pulling power through the gears is 
great fun. 

The 1.6 THP engine turns in only 42mpg on 
the combined cycle but that isn't bad going 
when this DS3's performance is taken into 
account. Economy and the 155g/km C02 
emissions are both competitive against other 
superminis in the same performance ball park. The 
DS3 is also equipped with a gearshift indicator that 
prompts drivers to change gear at the opportune 
moment for greater efficiency. 

Citroen pulled out all the stops to make the DS3 stand 
out and it does. The flashy trim finishes inside and out 


might be a little too much for some tastes but 
the target market should lap it up and underneath 
is a very well engineered small car. 

The emphasis is on sharp handling which means 
the ride is on the firm side but the DS3 is 
impressively composed on the road and 
handles sweetly. 

The high hopes Citroen has for the car and its DS 
sub-brand generally would appear to be justified.
